Oswald s lip-up prompte d me mo 


Washington (UPI) - Although the FBI 
monitored Lee Harvey Oswald’s activities 
for three years before he killed John F. 
Kennedy, it never gave Oswald’s name to 
the Secret Service, according to 
documents released Wednesday, 
Five months after Kennedy was 
murdered in Dallas on Nov 22,1%3, then- 
Secret Service chief James J. Rowley 
raised serious questions about the slip-up 
in communications that perhaps enabled 
Oswald to kill the president. 
Rowley’s memo was among hundreds of 
documents obtained by I ’Pl in response to 
a request filed with the Secret Service un­ 
der the Freedom of Information Act. 
"The fact that the name of Lee H 
Oswald was not furnished to the protective 
research section (of the Secret Service) 
prior to the time of the assassination made 
It clear that (the) criteria required re-

examination," Rowley wrote in a memo to 
the Warren Commission. 
He said the Secret Service was re- 
examininng its liaison procedures "with 
other law enforcement and intelligence 
agencies and the criteria employed by the 
Secret Service in identifying individuals 
who might be dangerous to the president." 
A Secret Service memo three days after 
the assassination stated that neither 
Oswald’s name nor that of A. J Hidell, his 
known alias, appeared anywhere in Secret 
Service files — including the lists of per­ 
sons potentially dangerous to the presi­ 
dent. 


But 40,000 pages of FBI documents 
released earlier this month indicated that 
the FBI. and apparently the CIA, kept 
close track of Oswald’s movements from 
the time he apparently defected to the 


Soviet Union in 1959, to his return to the 
United States in June 1962 and up to a 
month before the assassination. 
Secret Service memoranda indicatiHl 
that after the assassination, the agency 
discovered some possible errors or lack of 
discretion in protecting Kennedy at Dallas 
and re-evaluated the manner in which a 
president is guarded. At one point, they 
suggested more manpower 
In the memo. Rowley expressed special 
concern about two areas — the need for 
improving liaisons with other agencies, 
and the problem of identifying high-risk 
individuals 
He said identifying potential threats to 
the president "is impractical unless we 
can identify — and all of our intelligence 
agencies can agree on — the types of in­ 
dividuals who constitute a risk to the 
president," 


Rowley said listing the names of all 3 
million persons who either are mentally ill 
or members of subversive groups "would 
swamp the combined capabilities of our 
intelligence and law enforcement agen­ 
cies” 
"On the other hand, if the criteria are so 
restrictive that a future Lee H Oswald 
were excluded, the utility of the files 
would be questionable ' 
Rowley noted that "since the assassina­ 
tion. the Secret Service has received con­ 
siderably m.ore material from other 
government agencies than heretofore. ' 
Row ley's memos said the Secret Service 
planned to experiment with new protec­ 
tive techniques, including thorough 
searches of buildings along presidential 
parade routes.

Sta te saves by putting 
inma te ed under SCC

A pact between the Department of Corrections 
and the Southeast Community College will result in 
thousands of federal dollars for inmates' 
educations and in all academic and vocational 
programs being brought under one roof 
Because prisoners in the pen and reformatory 
are almost automatically low-income. virtually any 
of them taking college courses are eligible for 
Basic Education Opportunity Grants through the 
federal Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, according to Robert Glenn, assistant SCC 
campus director and administrator of the program 
The grants will pay about half of the tuition 
costs for schooling if a student takes more than six 
hours, which is considered half-time by HEW The 
grant won t pay all of the tuition as it does for 
civilians because of an unsolved disagreement 
between the corrections department and federal of­ 
ficials 
HEW feels that the state is obligated to pay for 
some of the prisoner education services while the 
state feels that prisoners should be considered as 
students 
Despite the dispute, the state still saves $60,000 
in tuition costs dealing with the new program, 
Glenn said Formerly, the state picked up the entire 
tab paid to educational agencies which offered in­ 
mate education. 
The state still pays for prisoners who don t fall 
under HEW guidelines 
They could include persons w ho take less than 
SIX hours or new prisoners who committed their 
crimes while working on jobs paying adequate in­ 
comes 
We registered 104 guys out there today.” 
Glenn said Wednesday. "Ten or 12 of them only 
took one course” 
He expects more than 540 students to be in­ 
volved 
Included in the pact are provisions to turn ser­ 
vices formerly offered by the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Agency and the State 
Rehabilitative Services (Voc-Rehab) over to SCC 
The entire package costs about $386.000 and 
results in that savings from HEW monies. The state 
pays a maximum of $181.000 for the rest of the 
fiscal year since the program is only designed for 


SIX months 
CETa and Voc-Rehab will pay the rest since 
thev will contract with SCC to provide the services 


they were providing 
CET.A provided vocational training in the 
medium security areas while behind-the walls 
training was done by Voc-Rehab 
The conversion from totally free college to the 
pay-your-way system struck a sour note with some 
inmates 
W ith the system handling inmates like students 
rather than pri.soners, students with other money 
available wilt have to use it for their own tuition 
Students wun t have to use iheir G 1 Bills which 
many v<^fprans there have available to them 
Bu' f .at poses problems for both students and 
the prison administration 
Before the new program began, inmates could 
get veterans' beru tits and still have the state pay 
lor their college clas.ses The veterans would take 
the federal monc v and bank it 
W’e tried to iigure out how to tap the veterans’ 
money.” said Gene Hruza, educational coordinator 
for the state Corrections Department 
He also said hoarding the veterans' money hurt 
the program and limited the number of par­ 
ticipants 
If we'd have been able to tap the veterans’ 
benefits, we could have doubled the program," he 
said 
"The new program would be able to 
straighten this out ’ 
Now. the veterans can still get HEW funds and 
G 1 funds, but if they have any private cash, they'll 
have to use it to pay for iheir own education HEW 
guidelines look into savings too 
Some prisoners would prefer not to use up their 
limited HEW funds on SCC but would rather save 
them for a larger four-year university like the 
I niversity of Nebraska-Lincoln. 
The state has no legal obligation to give 
anything other than a high school equivalent educa­ 
tion 
If this IS the case, those who hold out will be left 
with no college-level opportunities unless they take 
five or fewer hours per quarter 
One of the benefits, though, will be that the men 
will feel more self-reliant about their educational 
achievements, corrections department Director 
Joe Vitek said. 
"Our program is supposed to teach self- 
reliance, not being on the dole.” Vitek said 
"People who have benefits available but use 
the state are getting freebie money." he said. "But 
those without funds will receive the educational op­ 
portunities " 
Businesses to hire ra t k ille r 
Businessmen worried about 
rats from the Dead Man’s Run 
drainage ditch near 70lh Street 
have decided to hire a pest con­ 
trol company to get rid of them, 
.Mike Merwick, assistant to

Washington (U PI' — Amid a growing 
storm of protest, backers of a natural 
gas pricing compromise decided 
Wednesday to abandon hope for quick ap­ 
proval of their plan by a Senate-House 
energy conference committee 
Instead, the full conference is 
expected to have a showdown on the plan 
when Congress comes back Jan 19 
Consumer groups and a growing 
number of Congressmen announced their 
objections Wednesday and said they 
would rally votes against it They called 
the plan the moral equivaient of 
deregulation and a Christmas present for 
oil and gas interests 
About a dozen of the 43 members of the 
conference committee drafted the com­ 
promise in a 14-hour closed session 
Tuesday 
President Carter t(X)k details of the 
compromise to Plains. Ga . to study 
during his Christmas holiday. 
The plan would extend federal price 
controls to natural gas sales within the 
states of production — the intrastate 
market — as Carter asked But it also 
would let prices increa'^e so fast that 
some believe»! the plan would amount to 
deregulation within a few wars 
The chief architect, Sen J Bennett 
John*ton, 
D-La , 
acknowledged 
Wednesday he could count on only two 
firm supporters, himselt and Sen 
Wendell Ford, D-Ky.. in his group of nine 
Senate conferees favoring deregulation 
Johnston and Rep John Dingell, D- 
Mich , two leading bankers of the com­ 
promise, said there is no chance the 
issue will be put to a vote of the full 


House-Senate energy conference 
Thursday, despite earlier plans. The con­ 
ference will meet for explanations and 
discussion. Dingell said. 
Dingell said consumer groups have 
been vehement in their opposition to the 
compromise. Rep. Charles Wilson, D- 
Texas. said. " I have been amazed at the 
h'rocity of the opposition ” 
Johnston said he hoped he could put 
together "a coalition from the middle" 
for eventual victory. He said he talked 
with energy sec re tary Jam es 
Schlesinger and Is confident Schlesinger 
will recommend that Carter support the 
compromise 
Sens James Abourezk, D-S D . and 
Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, said at a 
joint news conference the nine energy 
conference Senators opposing deregula­ 
tion would hold fast against the proposed 
compromise 
Abourezk denounced the compromise 
as 
a cruel joke" and the "moral 
equivalent of deregulation” 
Sen John Durkin, D-N H . said, "This 
so-called compromise is an absolute out­ 
rage that would provide a gigantic wind­ 
fall. a huge Christmas present, for the oil 
and gas indusirv 
Supporters »f higher natural gas prices 
say the industry needs the revenue to 
finance mere exploration 
Ford said he was "bitterly disap­ 
pointed" by the failure of other Senate 
I onferees to join him and Johnston As a 
result, he said, the conference was 
back to square one, no further along or 
better off than we were in the bt'gin- 
ning '■

Wednesday that he has begun to change farm policy "so that the 
farm family gets a decent break " 
But Carter ^aid there are limits to what the government can 
do "I cannot promise that 1 will solve every problem, 
the 
president said 
in a three-page telegram to a farmer s wife, Carter listed at 
length the steps his administration has taken in the last year to 
aid farmers He said it has sought to increase agricultural 
exports, to deal w ith drought and other natural disasters and to 
help farmers caught in a squeeze of rising prices for almost 
everything they need to harvest their crops 
Carter told Mrs Eston Luke of Baxley. Ga . that if the 
changes he has made don't produce results, "they will 
themselves be changed ‘ 
Mrs Luke’s letter was one of many the president has 
received on the farm situation 
It read "Please help farmers in their efforts to get better 
prices for their crops We deserve a decent living for our hard 
work as I'-S, farmers produce such a fine fare for all Americans 
and many others” 
Carter gave his policies at least partial credit for pulling farm 
prices up this year while acknowledging that farm prices and 
income still are uxi low 
And he said that while fdrrn production costs are rising, they 
are nut going up as last ar thev did before 
The prices of supplies, interest, taxes and wage rates have 
been essentially unchanged for the last three months," he said 
1 wish It were possible for government action to solve all the 
problems that farmers lace. ' Carter Sa id 
But you know that 
the combination of nature's chance and the larrner s delermina- 
lion makes that impossible 
"That very challenge is what has drawn so many of us to lar-

Th e government's Consumer Price Index had increased 
only 3 percent in each of the preceding three months After 
the November advance, the CPI stood at 185 4 of the 1967 
average of 100, meaning consumers had to pay $185 40 for 
goods that cost $100 a decade earlier 
The increase m prices for the 12-month period ending in 
November was 6 7 percent Kconomists expect the increase 
next year will bt' at least that, if not higher In all of 1976, 
prices increased 4 8 p«'rcent. as food prices were especially 
stable 
Food prices also had been stable since June of this year, 
rising just 6 percent from July through October 
Contributing to November s 6 percent food price increase 
were bt*ef, up 2 7 percent. and fresh fruit, up 6 3 percent 
Th ere were also increases for eggs. pork, poultry, cereals, 
b ak ery products and processed fruits and vegetables. 
Th ese rises were offset somewhat by declines in dairy 
products, fats and oil products, coffee and fresh vegetables. 
The increase in food prices was expected since wholesale 
prices of farm products had risen sharply in the previous two 
months But the 5 percent boost for other consumer goods 
was higher than predicted It was the largest increase in this 
category in nine months 
Besides auto prices, there also were increases for 
alcoholic beverages, up 7 percent, and apparel, up 8 percent

Vancouver (U Pl) — Actress Terry 
Moore said in an interview published by 
the Vancouver Province Wednesday that 
she was secretly wed to Howard Hughes in 
1949 and the eight-year marriage produced 
a baby girl 
Moore said, however, their daughter, 
Lisa Marie, lived only 24 hours after being 
born three months prematurely. 
"He didn't want a child," Moore said in 
the interview "He didn’t want anyone to 
have claim on his estate and he saw to it 
that I didn’t get pregnant again 
*i reallv wanted a child and was heart­ 


broken when our daughter died. I thought 
he was being selfish. 
"But he argued that unless you were 
around children constantly to create and 
mold them they would hurt your image, 
blacken your name," she said, 


Moore said that in previous interviews 
she had only given non-commital answers 
to questions about possible children with 
Hughes. 
Moore said she secretly married Hughes 
on a ship in Mexican waters off California 
in November 1949 after a year-long 


courtship. She said her mother and 
Hughes aide Noah Dietrich were 
witnesses. 


"We stayed together for eight years," 
she said, "But I left him, walked out, 
because of his indiscretions with other 
women.” 
Moore, who is writing an autobiography 
dealing extensively with Hughes, said the 
late multi-millionaire recluse had 
destroyed ths only legal record of their 
marriage, although it was legally 
recognized in California and Mexico.

Despite their inability to settle the oil 
price question, the windup of the two- 
day session at this resort outside 
Caracas was “ very friendly and cor­ 
dial." a Venezuelan press officer said 
A Saudi-led bloc pressed tor a 1978 
freeze on the current price ot $12 70 for 
a 42-galion barrel It was opposed prin­ 
cipally by !r;iq. Libva and Algeria,

—Expand production of oil at the Elk Hills Naval 
Petroleum Reserve in California from the current 140,000 
barrels per day to between 300,000 and 350,000 barrels. 
—Encourage expansion of production at Prudhoe Bay. 
Alaska, above the 1.2 million barrels per day targeted for 
March. 1978. 


—Work with appropriate governmental and private in­ 
terests in expediting adequate pipeline capacity for transpor­ 
ting Alaskan and California oil east of the Rocky Mountains 
To increase agricultural exports. Carter said the ad­ 
ministration already has doubled commodity credit corporation 
credits, from $75 million to $1.5 billion.

I would like to respond to a 
letter in the Dec 20 Star, It 
was signed by “ Uncle G eorge” 
who expresses concern for the 
safety of blind and aged per­ 
sons around the general area of 
10th and South. 
The occasion for his com ­ 
m ent w as an accident that oc­ 
curred at nth and South on 
Dec 
14 
A blind m an w as 
struck by a flatbed truck when 
the driver m ade a left turn 
from South onto 11th and failed 
to yield the right-of-way to this 
pedestrian 
The police duly 
cited the driver for his failure 
to yield the right-of-way. 
U ncle G eorge appears to 
believe th a t th e a c c id e n t 
resulted from the fact that the 
pedestrian w as blind and that 
it is unsafe in this area for 
blind persons to travel. He 
m elodram atically 
says; 
“ It 
took som e tim e, but it finally 
h a ppen e d '” He goes on to 
m arvel that “ It is am azing the 
way these sightless persons 
can m ake their own way along 
the sidew alks which are in 
direct contact with auto traf­ 
fic 1 m ean right next to i t . . . 
no park space, at all." He then 
calls upon someone in authori­ 
ty to do som ething to protect 
these blind persons from the 
horrendous dangers he has 
conjured up and suggests some 
s p e c i a l 
s i gn s 
to 
w a r n 
m otorists 
I suppose that as director of 
the S ta te S ervices for the 
V isually Im paired, I would 
qualify as someone in authori­ 
ty and I would like to comm end 
“ Uncle G eorge" for the quali­ 
ty of his m ercy But I cannot 
be as c h arita b le about the 
quality of his reasoning His 
letter exhibits a classic pattern 
of 
m isunderstanding 
about 
blindness which might be sum- 
manztHi as follows: “ A blind 
person was involved in an acci­ 
dent. it is dangerous for the 
blind to travel, it is am azing 
that they can travel, at all, 
th ey 
m ust be prote c te d , 
therefore establish a special 
prote c te d zone tor th em 
m arked off by signs ” 
The plain fact of the m atter 
is that the accident w ascaused 
by a m otorist violating a law 
and not by the intrinsic danger 
of blind persons traveling. It is 
not at all “ am azing” that blind 
persons can travel.^but a sim ­ 
ple m atter of training and con­ 
fidence The plain fact of the 
m atter is that confident and 
traint*d blind persons travel 
about freely in our urban en­ 
vironm ent 
following norm al 
|H‘d estnan caution and as long 
as m otorists abide by traffic 
rules and the rules of courtesy, 
there is no greater danger for 
those who are blind than for 
those who have their sight. 
“ Uncle G eorge" wishes to 
protect those of us who are 
blind in this immt*diate area, 
but let him consider this What 
will happen to those blind in­ 
dividuals who receive training 
in this safe and sign-protected 
little area when they venture ‘ 
out where those protections do 
not exist'’ If 1 m ay venture a 
response to th a t question 
m yself. I think the result will 
be the sam e as when anyone 
w ho has been raised in an over­ 
sheltered world steps out into 
the real world 
I am afraid, however, that 
the im plications of 
Uncle 
CitHirge’s" kind of reasoning go 
far beyond the sim ple m atter 
ot m ere pedestrian safety The 
a ttitud e of prote c tin g th e 
helpless blind c arries with it 
the setsis of a kind of segrega­ 
tion and exclusion that would 
bar blind persons from all the 
norm al avenues of social life. 
This IS the kind of benevolent 
custiKiy that we re je ct' That is 
wh> 
we reject a protected 
world in which to provide the 
training that will enable blind 
persons to travel treely and 
safely in the sam e world as 
“ Uncle G eorge ' 
This “ someone in authority ’ 
at least has rejected and will 
continue to reject offers of

W ashington — This holiday season is 
profoundly different. For the first tim e in 
living m em ory, the C h ristm as m essage 
seem s a practical possibility in the holy city 
of Jerusalem . 
There is not yet peace in the Middle E ast 
— it is still a long way off — but there is the 
beginning of peace, which is good will. 


It IS the “ spirit” of relations between 
nations that is different at the end of 19 77. 
The specific issues they debate so violently — 
territorial boundaries, m ilitary arm s, trade 
and money — are clearly im portant, but upon 
their ability to have faith in their common 
objective of reconciliation, com prom ise and 
peace much m ore depends. This is why things 
looked so bleak a year ago, and seem so much 
belter now 
President Sadat and Prim e M inister 
Begin, m eeting in Ism ailia on C hristm as 
Day. are not the only ones who are beginning 
to look at ancient conflicts in a new light. In 
other parts of the world as well, there has 
been tangible evidence in 19 77 of progress 
toward a m ore hum ane view of life. 
F or e xa m ple . P r e s id e n t C a r te r s 
em phasis on human rights this year was no 
m ere Sunday-school lesson and has probably 
been greatly underestim ated. He has been 
criticized for applying his m orality selective­ 
ly. but the fact is that he has raised the ques­ 
tion of human decency to the forefront of 
world politics and compelled a debate on the 
lim itations of state power 
In short. C arter has tried, with varying 
success, to set a standard for the conduct of 
human affairs. In m ore practical term s, he 
has given an exam ple, at the risk of fierce 
controversy within the nation, by moving to 
liberate the Panam a Canal and dem onstrate 
how Am erica thinks the strong should behave 
toward the weak 
Many A m ericans, of course, disagree 
But C arter is acting on the assum ption, as 
P re s id e n t S a d a t did on h is m is sion 
to Jerusalem , that som etim es ideas are m ore 
powerful than guns. 
This is the notion that seem ed to be 
creeping very slowly and tardily into the 
world in 19 77: nam ely that it was the spirit of 
dom ination by one nation or creed, based on 
physical force, that had divided the world for 
centuries and produced such unspeakable 
human m isery 
But that in the m odern 
atom ic age, with a developing interdependent 
world economy, even the strongest nations 
had to understand that all their money and

m achines and ideologies were fallible and 
even fragile, and that the spirit of domination 
m ust give way to the spirit of com prom ise 
For exam ple, even the United States, for 
all Its natural resources and advanced 
technology, could not dom inate the com m er­ 
cial m arkets of the world in 19 77. In fact, it 
was outworked and outsold by the Japanese, 
ending up with a trade deficit in Japan over 18 
billion, and even the “ alm ightly dollar” lost 
18 
of its purchasing power against the 
Japanese yen, 17'"f against the Swiss franc, 
and 10'c against the West G erm an m ark 
Likewise, the Soviet Union, for all Us 
m ilitary power and indifference to personal 
dignity, was defied not only by the Chinese 
com m unists but by the com m unist leaders of 
W estern Europe who refused to believe that 
Moscow's views on foreign policy, com m er­ 
cial policy or personal liberty w ere in tune 
with the m odern world. 
A few years ago, China was insisting on

trad itional isolation as the M iddle 
Kingdom with one-fifth of the human race 
betw een 
its borders; 
anti-Soviet. 
anti- 
Am erican. anti-Japanese. But this year, it 
has quietly come to term s with its old 
enem ies in Japan, now supports the U S - 
Japanese security arrangem ents, and is 
beginning to reach out for the m odern 
technology of the West 


A year ago, it seemed that Europe, dis­ 
illusioned by the unifying hopes of Jean 
Monnet, m ight turn away from Us m oderate 
leaders in Britain, France. Italy. Spam, P or­ 
tugal and even West Germ any, but at the end 
of the year it seemed to be settling back into 
reluctant support of Jam es Callaghan, Valery 
d iscard d'Estam g. Helmut Schmidt and the 
other middle-of-the-road European leaders 
In Africa, Rhodesia and South Africa felt 
the liberating trem ble of the earth under 
their feet and began reluctantly to think 
about their black m ajorities in a different and 
less contem ptuous way 
Nothing was settled, but everything was 
reconsidered slowly but seriously I’n 19 77, It is 
hard to say what was accomplished — ob­ 
viously not much — but there was something 
in the air, some elem ent of doubt about the

speech asputter To which it m ust be said, 
that they are to blam e for this barnyard 
brawl If It w eren’t for their ceaseless, im ­ 
pe rious s c ra tc h in g a t e ve ry m isuse d 
“ hopefully,” we'd not now be confronted with . 
a reckless backlash in favor of truly ignorant 
w riting and speaking It has been partly this 
nagging nitpicking of theirs over relatively 
unim portant rules of gram m ar that has put 
vital laws of the English language directly in 
the path of m ass revolt 
Two years of teaching honors students at 
the U niversity of M aryland have taught m e 
that we have no tim e to raise a ruckus over

The best literary descriptio n o f Russian 
nihilists in the 18 00s is in Turg enev ’s 
“ fathers and so ns.” He demo nstrated that 
these y o ung men (feminism had y et to 
make itself g reatly felt in the realm o f 
terro r) rejected ev ery thing that co uld no t 
be established by ratio nal metho ds o f 
natural science. They wished to smash all 
they rejected A dialo g ue between two o f 
his characters: 


Bazaro v . "At present the mo st useful 
thing is to deny . So we deny .” 


Kirsano v : "Ev ery thing ? . . . What’’ No t 
o nly art, po etry . . . but ev en 
.to o ho rri­ 
ble to utter . . . ” 


Bazaro v . 
v ery thing ,” 


Kirsano v ; “ So y o u destro y ev ery thing 
but surely o ne must build, to o ^” 


Bazaro v : "That's no t o ur business , . . 
first o ne must clear the g ro und.” 


This nihilist v iew was mo re o r less 
co dified by Bakunin, the famo us anarchist 
who wanted to dem o lish the entire 
"co rrupt” wo rld His French co lleag ue, 
So rel, quo ted Karl Marx as say ing : 
"Any o ne who makes plans fo r after the 
rev o lutio n is a reactio nary ."

There is also ano ther 
ty pe o f mo dern terro rist seeking specific 
po litical g o als, no t wo rld rev o lutio n, by 
natio nalistic urban g uerrilla metho ds. 


This ty pe includes the Po pular F'ro nt 
fo r the Liberatio n o f Palestine (which 
w ants to seize all Isra el) and the 
pro v isio nal branch o f the Irish Republican 
Army (which wants to take Ulster by 
fo rce). 


Pure nihilists and natio nal terro rists 
frequently help each o ther They o ften 
train to g ether at armed camps in the Mid­ 
dle East where Arab ex perts teach fo reig n 
no v ices — just as U.S. instructo rs hav e 
taug ht co unter-insurg ency to Latin 
American fo rces fro m the United States 
base in the Panama Canal zo ne 


Specific co o rdinatio n ex ists between 
Arab. Latin American, Euro pean and 
Asian terro rists in an o rg anizatio n 
fo unded three y ears ag o to co ncert ac­ 
tiv ities in Chile, Bo liv ia, Urug uay and 
Arg entina. This, called the Junta de Co o r­ 
dinació n Rev o lucio naria (kno wm as JCR), 
has included such well-kno wn terro rists as 
Carlo s (Ilich Sanchez), the Palestinian 
Arabs Salam Zawawi, and Taiser Shalabi, 
et cetera 


Its principal administrativ e base may 
be in P an s 
It seem s activ e in Italy 
(where terro rist manuals hav e been dis­ 
tributed in army barracks) but there is so 
much Italian chao s rig ht no w that it is 
hard to disting uish between po litically 


mo tiv ated and purely criminal acts. 


The po tential o f this terro rist fro nt is 
hard to measure. Sky jacking s, kidnap­ 
ping s, murders are co mmo n The Baader 
Meinho f leaders were able to establish 
so phisticated munitio ns supplies and co m­ 
municatio ns sy stem s inside a priso n It 
seem s inev itable that so m e terro rist 
g ro up may so o n manufacture o r steal a 
small nuclear warehead to blackmail o r 
paraly ze g o v ernments.

But. reg ardless o f sex , as Alex ander 
Herzen, the 19 th century Russian leftist 
autho r, wro te; "It is time that Saturns 
ceased dining o ff their children; time, to o , 
that children sto pped dev o uring their 
parents like nativ es o f Kamchatka " 
Terro rism has beco m e o ne o f the 
striking pheno mena o f o ur time and its 
g ro wth, in many fo rms, has marked the 
era o f my o wn two g eneratio ns in jo ur­ 
nalism It has adv anced fro m the brutal 
incursio ns o f .Nazi "to urists" and So v iet 
security ag ents, U.S. "Pho enix " o pt» rato rs 
and o v erseas Chinese "triads” to the 
ex trao rdinary a c tiv ities o f 
to day ’s 
ho dg epo dg e o f ex pert, v ag uely linked, 
misg uided terro rist g ang s. 


Sho uld a Palestine settlement actually 
co m e abo ut nex t y ear, acco mpanied by 
co o ling -o ff o f Arab interest in po litical 
v io lence, it is po ssible this mig ht slig htly 
ease the g lo bal pro blem, "P alestin e” 
after all has beco me the co de-wo rd fo r 
v io lent pro test in the 19 70s as "Vietnam” 
was fo r the preceding decade.

ment bulbs for th eir Ch ristmas ligh ts were advised Wednesday to 
inspect them for a possible defect consisting of a very short, thin 
strand of wire at the base of the bulb 


Th e defect could cause th e bulbs to sh atter with explosive 
force when electrical current is first applied, th e Consumer 
Product Safety Commission said 
The advice came with an announcement from th e commis­ 


sion that Market Research Imports, Incline Village, Nev , is 
voluntarily withdrawing from sale certain imported replacement 
bulbs made in Taiwan 
The bulbs have a thin strand of wire approximately one-eight 
to one-fourth of an inch long which may protrude from the 
soldered tip at the base of the bulb, the commission said 
It said the defect may be safely removed by simply snipping 
off the protruding wire with a pair of scissors or pliers Or the 
consumer may choose to return the bulbs to the place of purchase 
for exchange or refund 
Two models of bulbs are subject to the defect and are iden­ 
tified on the package as item No. LP-9004, size 9U and item No. 
I.< 7004, size 7‘z The words, Replacement Bulbs, MRI, also 
appear on the package 
The bulbs were sold four to a package for about $1 or less 
nationwide 
Other distributors may have imported the same bulbs from 
Taiwan and may be selling them under different brand names, 
the commission said It advised consumers to inspect all replace­ 
ment bulbs before installing them 
Defective bulbs may pose a fire or electrical shock hazard. 
More than 2,200 injuries from holiday decorations were 
treated last year in hospital emergency rooms across the coun­ 
try, the commission said Of these, one-third were from Christ­ 
mas lights

Dubuque, Iowa < AP) — Children who unwrap a toy pistol in 
Dubuque Christmas morning will be breaking the law 
A law punishable by up to a $100 fine or 30 days in jail. "If any 
person within the corporate limits of this city uses, sells, offers 
tor sale, or keeps for sale any toy pistols, toy revolvers . .. he 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor," says Section 26-14 of the 
Dubuque city ordinances. 
It is an old and dusty law, on the books since before World 
War 1 But it has dodged several revisions of the Dubuque codes, 
including the most recent rewriting in 1976 
"We just had a reeodiftcation and tried to bring things up to 
date But 1 don't think there was any intention of leaving that in 
the code It's one section that was missed,” Assistant City 
Solicitor Bill Blum said 
In the lawbooks. Dubuque’s toy pistol ordinance follows Sec­ 
tion 26 12, carrying a concealed weapon, and Section 26-13, dis­ 
charging firearms. All carry the city’s maximum penalty — up to 
$100 or 30 days. 
Blum said he’s not certain how toy pistols came to be in­ 
cluded in such criminal company, but said the law hasn't been en­ 
forced in years. 
"I had a toy pistol when I was a youngster here." Blum said 
"I don t think it's been enforced for an awfully long time.” 
He said the oldest copy of the city laws he has is dated 1915 
and the toy revolver ban was in force then The ordinance makes 
no mention of toy rifles. 
"It goes back a long tune But I’m not really sure why they 
wrote it It also outlaws caps containing dynamite — things that 
you would expect,” Blum said 


Stores around tow n are selling toy pistols again this year, and 
the ordinance apparently has not shot down sales

Iran earthquake 
flattens villages 


Kerman, Iran (U P I) — Survivors of Iran's devastating 
earthquake dug through the rubble of their mud and stone homes 
Wednesday in a search for the bodies of more than 500 relatives 
buried under the debris of a dozen flatened villages. 
Officials said 545 persons were killed — buried underneath 
the rubble of their homes that collapsed upon them in their sleep 
Tuesday night when an earthquake destroyed three villages and 
badly damaged 12 more in mountainous central Iran. Another 520 
persons were injured. 


“ My baby . . . where is my baby,” groaned Sakineh Ab- 
dullahi, a 29-year-old housewife who lost her three-year-old 
daughter in the quake. “ Where is my child?” 
Another survivor said he was awakened by a “ horrible roar 
and a strange flash of light. Before I knew it I saw the walls of my 
house coming down on me. By God, it was horrible.” 
Doctors in the Provincial center of Kerman said they were 
ex hausted afte r treating more than 500 injured villagers 
screaming with pain. 


Rescuers were hampered by rain, cold and primitive roads in 
reaching disaster sites. They said one village was so devasted 
that,not a stone was left standing and that it might be months 
before the 4,500 survivors could be resettled, 
The villages hardest hit were Bab E Tangol, Greesk and 
Sarasiab Sarbagh, all in an area 450 miles southeast of Tehran. 
Two Hercules C-130 transport airc raft of the Imperial Ira­ 
nian .Air Force from Tehran flew in with relief supplies, joining 
several other planes and helicopters already pressed into rescue 
operations. 


The quake measured 6.2 on the Richter Scale and was 
followed by an aftershock that registered 5 3, 
It was Iran ’s second big earthquake this year. On March 22, a 
series of massive tremors killed 150 persons in the southern ports 
of Bandar Abbas and Bandar Langeh.

Washington (U P I) — President Carte r 
Wednesday approved a m ajor ex pansion of 
U.S. air service to Europe but, overruling 
the Civil Aeronautics Board, said Braniff 
International rather than Pan American 
World Airways should fly between Dallas 
and London. 
The president’s decision cleared the way 
for 13 American cities to become new 
“ gateways” for flights across the Atlan­ 
tic. It also designated three U.S. airlines 
— Braniff, Delta and Northwest ~ as new 
trans-Atlantic carriers. 
Although he approved most of trans- 
Atlantic route changes proposed by the 
CAB in October, Carte r sent the route 
case back to the board without signing it. 
This was because he disagreed with the 
selection of Pan Am to serve Dallas and 
because he wanted 
Amsterdam 
and 
Frankfurt added to National airlines route 
network. 
White House officials said the president 
ordered the CAB to make those changes as 
quickly as possible. They said Carte r 
would sign the revised order promptly 
when he receives it, allowing the changes 
to go into effect 
Final approval of the new route struc­ 
ture will: 
—Let Braniff. Delta and Northwest join 
Pan Am National 
and Trans World 
Airlines in flying the Atlantic. 
—Open new non-stop routes from 


Northern states to Scandanavia and 
Scotland, from the South to Paris and Lon­ 
don, and from Tex as and the Midwest to 
London. 
—Give new trans-Atlantic gateway 
status to Atlanta: Cleveland, Dallas and 
Fort Worth, served by a common airport; 
D e n v e r; 
H o u sto n ; 
K ansas 
C ity; 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, served by a 
c om m o n air p o r t ; 
N e w O rle an s; 
Pittsburgh, St. Louis and Tampa. 
The CAB voted 4-1 in October to reject 
Braniff’s bid to link Dallas-Fort Worth 
with London, giving the route to Pan Am 
instead. Braniff is based in Dallas 
Carter came under heavy pressure from 
the Tex as congressional delegation and 
from Tex as state leaders to reverse the 
CAB’S decision. White House officials, 
however, denied that politic al con­ 
siderations played any role in Carte r’s 
decision. 


Braniff got the nod, offic ials said, 
because Carte r’s foreign policy calls for 
promoting international air competition

Pan Am has only foreign routes and thus 
does not qualify as a regional carrier.

foreign policy objective,” a White House 
statement said.

—Delta will get its first overseas route, 
linking Atlanta with London, 
—Pan Am will retain most of its ex isting 
routes, will be allowed to inaugurate non­ 
stop flights linking Miam i with Madrid, 
and after three years will be allowed to 
start non-stop service between Houston 
and London 
The three-year delay is

Wh a t d o g ifts sa y?

The tree is in place The packages are scattered 
about. Suspense fills the air - what do those packages 
contain9 
As you admire the tinseled tree and the pretty 
packages this season, consider the meaning behind the 
presents. 
There's something of us in each present we give, a 
local minister and psychology professors say 
But they don't agree on what that meaning is. 
While he admits that some of us give out of guilt, 
to make amends for oversights during the year, the 
Rev. John Paolini, chaplain at Bryan Memorial 
Hospital, see the “ religious significance, the celebra­ 
tion, of Christ’s birth" in Christmas giving 
He puts down criticism of the commercialization 
of Christmas. This, he says, “ makes people feel guilty 
about giving the gifts they want to give. 
“ I like the spirit of Christmas.' he said. “ And we 
all like to receive I've always received a lot more 
than I’ve ever given ” 
However, the emphasis on receiving fits may have 
gone too far, says Michael Acree, who is on the psy­ 
chology faculty at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
“ The meaning of the gifts we actually receive or 
give îs’bbscured by their having been in some sense 
compulsory," he said “ Ultimately, gift giving can 
become completely . . . meainingless." 
This occurs when we feel we must give a friend or 
relative a gift and when we follow the “ unwritten 
code" of reciprocity — “ We tend to give to people in 
proportion to what we have received, or expect to 
receive." usually measured by money, said Acree 
Witness the two brothers who for years exchanged 
$5 bills at Christmas. The gift is meainingless; there is 
no effort and no reflection of the relationship 
Giving a gift out of a sense of obligation is “ often 
easier than examining the relationship," said Jerry 
Weinberger, director of the UNL Psychological Con­ 
sultation Center 
“ Gifts so often symbolize the 
relationship — they have to be given so there is no risk 
of affecting that relationship " 
However, in giving for giving’s sake, “ the gesture 
is olten more important than the gift,” he said This is 
especially true when children are doing the giving 


In this case, “ the price of the gift has very little 
meaning 
it's what the gift is saying," Weinberger 
said, adding he is “ more touched" by a gift made by 
the giver than anything money can buy. 
Vet there is a purpose to gift giving, no matter the 
motive, he said. That is to let the person know that he 
means something to you, that he’s thought about, 
cared about 
“ I hat’s what Christmas or birthdays are all about 
— or even the best gift giving when there’s no occasion 
at all — just to say something special about a person." 
he said. 
It’s the social relationship in which “ things have to 
be kept equal“ that he dislikes. That is 
bad. stupid, 
meaningless." he said 
The closest parallel, he said, is “ sending Christ­ 
mas cards to people you don't know " 
Weinberger suggests an experiment Send Christ­ 
mas cards to 30 names selected at random from the 
telephone book You will get 10 back, he assures, 
because those people “ fear that if they don’t 
acknowledge your card it will do them some* harm " 
Note, he stresses, that their concern is for their 
feelings, not yours. 
A gift is a dead giveaway to how you perceive the 
relationship. Weinberger said The more intimate the 
relationship, the more personal the gift; impersonal 
gifts say that the relationship has little meaning 
However, men. especially in the Midwest, are not good 
at giving intimate gifts, he adds 
“ The most interesting kind of gifts are those in 
which there is some risk involved in the giving.” when 
one is unsure of his relationship to the other person, 
Weinberger said 
As a 9-year-old. he said, he went through the 
trauma of selecting a piece of jewelry for a girl he had 
a crush on. then he agonized about the presentation, 
and “ finally thrust it to her and ran off so 1 wouldn't 
have to see her reaction ’’ 
When we need to select a gift for someone very 
different from us "we can either try to find something 
we like which we hope they may like loo, or we can 
give them something we think they will like." said 
Acree 
“ 1 try to give what 1 ieel people would find useful, 
what they would like to have, or something a little bit 
frivolous." Paolini said

1 ran into Triphammer, 
another holdover from my 
radical college days, and found 
him happier than any time 
since the Nixon impeachment 
proceedings.

I readily agreed since the 
idea of a farm strike fascinates 
me.

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California wines inexpensive 


Wine columnists, for reasons of their own, ig­ 
nore most of the wines Americans drink — the 
California product sold for $2 to $3.75 a bottle. 
California jug wines, which are usually 
superior to the bulk wines of Italy, France and 
Spain, are called generic wines. Their names 
(chablis, champagne, chianti, burgundy, etc.) come 
from European places of origin and specific 
methods of production. 
In the journey to California, however, they 
change a great deal. In fact, California chablis has 
vitually no resemblance to French, even though it is 
the most popular single white wine in the U.S. 
What follows are selections based on various 
samplings around the U.S., as well as the con­ 
fessions of various wine drinkers I know. “ I am not 
a wine expert, but I know what I like.” This phrase, 
usually considered not binding in art criticism, 
should be the only rule to guide you, once past 
price. 
Our first choices are Mondavi chablis, from 
$3.30 to $3.90 a half-gallon jug, and Sebastiani 
chablis, from $3 50 to $4 a jug These are examples 
of excellent California wines that are certainly not 
too sweet — the usual charge of dismissal against 
chablis wines. They make some slight gesture 
toward the French product and province where the 
name arose in that beneath their bland, soft 
exterior there beats a trace of the bracing French 
wine. 
Inglenook chablis, similar in price, is another 
favorite that is high on the list, and is a wine you 
often drink in restaurants when you order white 
wine without specifying it. 
Gallo's French Colombard, which is a white 
varietal wine — meaning that is is made from 
predominatly Colombard grapes — is another pop-

ular winner in the same price class. It differs 
enough from the chablis wines to merit a distinc­ 
tive mention. 


All these white table wines are slightly sweet. 
New York's Great Western Co, has a winner in its 
Niagara White table wine, from $2.20 to $2,50 a 
fifth, that recalls New York state champagne 
without the fizz, It is a sweet, fruity wine that will 
delight lovers of New York champagne, which 
differs from French or California, 
Pierre Perignon, which is about $3 25 a fifth, is 
a good example of New York champagne. Taylor — 
$3,50 to $4 — is an even better example and so is 
Great Western, but its price is above our $3,75 
limit. Taylor actually tends to taste more like 
French than New York or California champagne. 
California, which supplies about 75 percent of 
the wine consumed in the U.S., produces a river of 
inexpensive champagnes, including the taster’s 
choice of George III, which costs $30 to $40 per 
case, or $3 to $3 50 a fifth. 


There are many other California white wines 
that emerge frequently in polling and taste testing, 
including Paul Masson’s Emerald Dry, which is a 
tangy wine that recalls the zesty Alsatian wines. 
White wines from overseas in the price range 
we’re discussing include a diminishing contingent 
from France and Germany. Germany’s great white 
wines begin above our price limit. 


Any discussion of California red wines begins 
with Gallo's Hearty Burgundy, probably the most 
popular red wine in the U.S. It costs as little as $2 
per jug. depending on area, which puts it at about $1 
a fifth. 
Inexpensive red wines that occur again and 
again in preference polls include Chianti by Gallo. 
Burgundv-stvle wines include Mondavi’s red 
table wine — that’s what it's called. Depending on 
area, it costs from $2.75 to $3.50. 
Robert Mondavi also has one of the best roses, 
its 1976 Gamay Rose, which sells for About $3 or 
less. A Christian Bros. Rose is popular. 
Many red wines come from overseas, and a few 
French burgundy wines of some popularity, like 
Cotes-du-Phone, remain in our price. Beaujolais is 
the most popular single French red wine, and once 
you could buy many brands for $3 and under That 
list has shrunk; only a few are left. Chateau du 
Pizay is among the last of the brands our polls cite 
in the price class, though you may find one of the 
most popular, Beaujolais Nouveau by Paul Bocuse, 
available in some areas and well worth the seeking 
Red wines from Italy and Spain pop up in the 
polls, but few fine chiantis remain below $4-$5. 
Valpolicella, a beaujolais-like Itlaian wine, also 
once a low-priced favorite, is departing that price 
category.

Stay in car during blizzard 


Minneapolis (UPI) — Stranded motorists 
shouid cover themselves with ripped out 
materials in a car instead of walking for help in 
a blizzard, a survival expert says. 
Tim Kneeland. 32, of Minneapolis, said 
that survival is not difficult for anyone who 
keeps his wits about him. 


“ Survival is a matter of keeping your mmd 
under control,” he said, “ A car is an effective 
temporary shelter It's not a motel or mobile 
home But sitting in the car will put the odds in 
your favor.” he said, 


it provides as much protection as a tent 
for a winter camper, and people go out all the 
time to sleep outdoors.” 
He taught Air Force survival for four 
years and has spoken to Boy Scout, city park 
and college classes on the art of living through 
storms. 
For a time, Kneeland operated a fulltime 
survival school but now works for a medical 
products firm Survival is still a major interest 
of his. 
Kneeland said even the unprepared 
motorist can find things in any car that can 
keep people alive 
Crumple up paper — maps or newspapers 
— and stuff them in pant legs and coat, he said 


“ Tear out the top headliner or the carpet 
and cover yourself, especially your head,” 
Kneeland said “ The secret is to create dead 
air space and try to slow down the loss of heat 
“ I'm amazed at the ethic which keeps peo­ 
ple from ripping apart their cars The car is 
probably mortgaged anyway. The idea is to 
live to be able to pay off the mortgage If you 
die, it makes no difference. 
“ As soon as you get out of the car, you are 
susceptible to heat loss, begin to shiver and the 
body temperature starts to slide. That’s the 
true danger of hypothermia. The body core 
temperature lowers and you become mentally 
uncapable of solving any problem.” 
He said if he goes out in a storm he likes to 
be prepared with sleeping bags, parka, wool 
stocking cap and warm boots. 
For the person who really wants to be 
prepared, he suggests a snow shovel, tire 
chains, flashlight, warm liquids and extra 
blankets. To keep children occupied, he said a 
coloring book is useful. 
He cautions against running the car’s 
engine without opening a window or lighting a 
candle in a car which can cause fires and take 
away oxygen 
And remember, he said, few storms last 
longer than a day

United Prees International 
More than a score of angry farmers were 
arrested in Texas Wednesday and two Kansas 
sheriff’s officers and a police dog were roughed 
up during a confrontation with picketing 
farmers. 
The nationwide farm strike took a more 
militant turn with the confrontations, decried by 
national farmstrike leaders who said they had 
“ their backs to the wall." 
Tractorcades dotted the nation, two gover­ 
nors met with strikers and rail and truck 
shipments were reported stalled in some areas. 
In Georgia, a state judge refused to halt 
picketing at a meat packing plant and farmers 
planned a parade during President Carter’s 
Christmas visit to Plains, Ga 
Farmers used more than 30 tractors to block 
distribution of the Lubbock, Tex., Avalanche- 
Journal nearly four hours Wednesday because of 
a newspaper editorial criticizing strike actions. 
Officers arrested 31 farmers, but charges were 
dropped. 
In Topeka, Kan., two sheriff’s officers and a 
police dog were struck in a confrontation 
between 200 pickets and officers. There were no 
serious injuries, but one farmer was arrested. 
“ This shows the seriousness of this 
situation," said Gene Schroder of the American 
Agriculture national office in Springfield, Colo. 


“ We’re not a violent people." Schroder said. 
“ But when you get their backs to the wall, what 
other alternatives do they have? It is a sorry 
situation that it has come to this." 
The confrontations in Texas and* Kansas

1,000 ag-strikers 
rally in Beatrice

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Beatrice — Even its organizers 
expressed surprise Wednesday at the 
success of a Farm Strike parade which 
turned out as possibly the largest yet in 
outstate Nebraska, 
Despite morning temperature of 
close to 0, some four miles of vehicles 
eased through the downtown area 
calling attention to the American 
Agriculture Movement strike 
Estimates on the number of vehicles 
ranged upward of 500, including 180 
tractors Most of the tractors parked 
around the Indian Creek Mall as an es­ 
timated 1,000 gathered for a rally at the 
shopping center’s entrance 
Eight of us drove into town together 
and 1 expected that would be about it, 
except maybe for eight other fools," 
said John Hemphill of Diller, 28 “ Then 
I looked back and all I could see on that 
highway was diesel smoke ... it was 
really one good feeling ” 


Dave Anderson of Odell, principle 
organizer of the demonstration, said he 
was especially pleased to see "some 
older conservatives" siding with the 
basically young leadership The 31- 
year-old farmer said his age group has 
been the catalyst because it is hardest 
hit economically, 
The main concern of 100% parity was 
joined by a side issue during the rally — 
excessive taxation 
Anderson said 
Gage County’s recent mailing of re- 
evaluation notices pointed up that 
problem 
1 think fully one-third of the people 
came today because of that issue 
alone," he said “ After seeing the new 
tigures, they are hot. hot, hot “ 
Bally speakers included Raymond 
Durner of Bartley, Rober Risher of 
Dawson, Archie Rickertson of Dickens, 
and Tim and Carolyn McGuire of Wood 


River Beatrice Mayor Bob Sargent 
also pledged his support in a brief ad­ 
dress.

“ Some of our customers were in­ 
convenienced a little by the parking, 
but the demonstration was very 
peaceful," he noted 
“ The fanners 
asked permission to hold the rally here 
and we welcomed them A lot of what 
they're saying is good common sense " 
On another strike front, meanwhile, 
a spokesman for the Richardson Coun­ 
ty welfare office said no farmers 
applied for food stamps Wednesday 
despite an announcement that they in­ 
tended to do so 
Tom Merwin of Humboldt, a princi­ 
ple state organizer, said a delegation 
still may check Thursday on their 
eligibility for food stamps 
“ We hop«' to flood that office and 
have guys standing in line, but it 
depends on how they figure the 
eligibility." said Merwin, a state 
leader in the protest. “ Some guys made 
money last year, but this year prac­ 
tically all of us around here are in the

The court noted that Marlin also lived 
out of wedlock with a woman for a month 
although the children did not visit at her 
home while he was doing so. 
“ We have long passed the point where 
sexual misconduct automatically dis­ 
qualifies a mother from obtaining 
custody of her minor children,” the court 
said. 


The opinion, written for the unanimous 
court by Judge C. Thomas White, con­ 
cluded; 
“ We cannot condone the appellee's ac­ 
tions nor can we approve the appellant’s 
life style.

“ We are further aware of the 
drastically changing life styles and the 
casualness with which intimate relations 
are entered and ended. 
“ We are, however, unaware of a case 
involving this type of action where 
custody was not changed or at least 
severely modifid,” the court said. 


“ In view of the otherwise satisfactory 
care of the children and the trial court’s 
belief that the objectionable conduct has 
ended, we only modify the trial court’s 
order to the extent that physical custody 
of the minor children remain with (the 
molhen.” 
“ Legal custody is placed in the 
Thurston County District Court, with the 
uggestion that the court require periodic 
visits in the home by the welfare de­ 
partment of the county.”

Court upholds Creighton firing

The Nebraska Supreme Court broke 
new legal ground Wednesday in up­ 
holding the dismissal of an assistant 
professor at Creighton University who 
lost his job because of a financial crunch 
in the university’s School of Pharmacy. 
The decision upheld the Douglas Coun­ 
ty District Court which had rejected the 
petition filed by Edwin G. Scheuer, Jr., 
contesting his dismissal as a tenured 
member of the Creighton staff. 
The court cited the Creighton Univer­ 
sity faculty handbook which says that 
an employee could be released because 
of “ financial exigency on the part of the 
institution. " Scheuer and the university 
agreed that the handbook governed dis­ 
missal of faculty. 
Scheuer, supported by the American 
Association of University Professors, 
contended that “ financial exigency was 


intended to extend to the university as a 
whole,” rather than merely a part of it, 
such as the School of Pharmacy 
In a precedent setting decision, the 
Supreme Court disagreed. 
Writing for the unanimous court, 
Judge Harry Spencer said; (We 
specifically hold the term “ financial 
exigency) as used in the contract of 
employment herein may be limited to a 
financial exigency in a department or a 
college. It is not restricted to one 
existing in »he institution as a whole.” 
“ The evidence is fairly conclusive the 
School of Pharmacy was faced with a 
financial exigency for the fiscal year 
1976-77 It had been operating with a 
deficit for the past five years.” the court 
said, 
“ To continue the existing pharmacy 
program the university would have been 
required to more than double the sub­ 


sidy for that college, to the detriment of 
other schools,” the court said, adding 
that the university treasurer had 
testified that “ Creighton University as a 
whole was in a delicate financial 
position.” 
“ Common sense dictates that 
(Scheuer SI contention is untenable,” 
the court said. “ To sustain it, we must 
hold no tenured employee in any college 
may be released until the institution 
exhausts its total assets or at the very 
least reaches the point where its very 
survival as an institution is in jeopardy.” 


In 1976 the university terminated the 
employment of four faculty members, 
including Scheuer, because of financial 
problems. 


Scheuer had been a tenured member of 
the faculty since 1971 He taught medical 
chemistry.

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Sunshine law ‘invades privacy’

The Nebraska “ Sunshine Com ­ 
mission 
Wednesday heard complaints 
that its new rule on who must file finan­ 
cial disclosure statements is too broad 
and may constitute an invasion of 
privacy 
The complaints surfaced during a 
public hearing on the proposed rule, 
which requires the filing of financial dis­ 
closure statements by candidates for of­ 
fice and elected and appointed state of­ 
ficials from the governor on down to 
county commissioners It was approved 
with little debate among commissioners 
Although the disclosure statements do 
not require a person to provide dollar 
amounts for “ financial interests," the 
mere thought of being mandated to 
report those interests has stirred up con­ 
siderable debate The new law also has 
resulted in mass resignations of some 
county commissions 
We have very little leeway over what 
should be disclosed in the statement," 
said Mimi Waldbaum of Omaha, com­ 
mission chairman 
"The matter of 
whether it's fair or isn t fair is a little 
different We can't determine that." 
Stan Matzke. state administrative ser­ 
vices director, said the disclosure 


requirements could scare some potential 
state employees from accepting a job 
"How many problems have arisen in 
the past that this will correct?" Matzke 
asked, referring to the new law 
"All of us in the state are going to have 
to learn by experience with this law," 
Mrs 
Waldbaum said 
“ Until we do 
something, we're not really going to 
know” if it works, she said 
George Howard of Lincoln, a State 
Investment Council member, asked the 
commission to exempt council members 
from the reporting requirement As an 
alternative, he said, the commission 
could require council members to dis­ 
close only the financial interests that 
might constitute a conflict of interest 
Howard also argued that unpaid ap­ 
pointees on various boards and com­ 
missions in Nebraska may refuse to 
volunteer their time if they know they 
will be subjected to the disclosure 
requirement 
“ It’s overly burdensome and con­ 
stitutes an invasion of privacy,” Howard 
said 
The Nebraska Accountability and 
Disclosure Act, which went into effect 
July 1, has been the subject of con­ 
siderable debate since its inception 


Attempts were made during the 1977 
legislative session to delay its implemen­ 
tation, but those attempts were futile 
and the law went into effect as planned 
The Sunshine Commission then was 
charged with drafting rules and 
regulations on such issues as who should 
file disclosure statements. 
The rule that was approved Wednesday 
delineates who must file financial in­ 
terest statements with the commission 
and the county election commissioner or 
county clerk 
Prior to passage of the Sunshine Law. 
candidates for office and state officials 
who earned more than $10.000 were 
required to file disclosure statements, 
according to Secretary of State Allen 
Beermann. 
But, Beermann said, the original dis­ 
closure statements “ were nothing." He 
indicated they primarily listed an 
employee’s name and position 
The new disclosure statements, 
however, require the disclosure of most 
financial interests, including a descrip­ 
tion and location of real property. 
Stocks, bonds, government securities 
and tangible items of value are among 
the other interests that must be dis­ 
closed 


Sunshine rule lists hundreds of jobs

The Nebraska Political Accountability 
and Disclosure Commission's new rule 
on who must* file financial interest 
statements lists literally hundreds of 
positions and covers perhaps thousands 
of Nebraskans 
The rule, approved Wednesday, was 
drafted by the commission in com­ 
pliance with a new “ Sunshine Law," 
which is aimed at achieving political ac­ 
countability in the state. 
Secretary of State Allen Beermann 
said the financial disclosure requirement 
covers, among others, people with in­ 
specting and licensing authority, most 
elected and appointed officials and can­ 
didates for elective office 
Here is a sampling of those required to 
tile disclosure statements 


— High state officials: governor, 
lieutenant governor, state senators, 
state auditor, state treasurer, tax com­ 
missioner, correctional services direc­ 
tor, public welfare director, parole 
board members and others. 
— Education 
state education com­ 
missioner, state Board of Education 
members, University of Nebraska 
regents, State Colleges Board of 
Trustees members and others 
— Public power: members of the 
boards of directors and officers of public 
power districts, public irrigation dis­ 
tricts, public power and irrigation dis­ 
tricts, and rural power districts. 
— State commission and board 
members from the Game and Parks 
Commission, Liquor Control Commis­ 
sion, Heal Estate Commission, Board of 


Public Accountancy; State Racing Com­ 
mission and others. 
— County: planning commission 
members, city-county planning commis­ 
sion members, natural resources com­ 
mission members, commissioners, 
supervisors, county attorney, sheriff, 
register of deeds, clerk, district court 
clerk, school superintendent, public 
defender and others. 
State departments and agencies: adju­ 
tant general-civil defense director, 
chairm an and vice chairm an of 
Nebraska Coordinating Commission for 
Postsecondary Education, athletic com­ 
missioner. deputy attorney generals, 
deputy director of banking and finance, 
director of aeronautics.

State Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha 
Wednesday said he was outraged to learn that 
Iowa police officers stake out Omaha bars to 
make sure Iowans don’t buy Nebraska liquor 
and take it across the state line. 
Chambers said in a letter to Iowa Gov. 
Robert Ray that the practice of "spying" on 
citizens is "repugnant and suggestive of ‘selec­ 
tive law enforcement.’ ’’ Chambers also said 
he first learned oT the situation in a newspaper 
article. 
Chambers told Ray that he will introduce a 
bill during the 1978 legislative session to 
prohibit the practice unless it is terminated by 
Iowa authorities, 
" I have never favored police surveillance 
of or spying on citizens,” Chambers said. "As a 
matter of fact, if the only way Iowa police can 
determine that liquor is being brought illegally 
into Iowa is by crossing into Nebraska to spy 
out purchasers, perhaps the problem is not as 
pressing as the police mentality may suspect.” 
Chambers said he became concerned about 
the situation when he read that a Council Bluffs 
veterinarian was fined $150 for violating Iowa 
liquor laws by importing more than a quart of 
liquor. 


How you internally enforce your laws is a 
matter for you to determine." Chambers told 


R a v “ But it is most inappropriate for police 
operatives from one state to make a regular 
practice of encroaching on another state in 
order to ‘stake out’ facilities or persons m that 


other state."

Chambers also asked Ray if a violation of 
Iowa's liquor laws is "so flagrant and 
menacing to the public welfare that interstate 
encroachment by Iowa police operatives is 


thought to be justified?" 
The Omaha lawmaker suggested to Ray 
that he seek federal assistance if liquor law 
violations have reached "the proportions of in­ 
terstate bootlegging.’

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Huskers weather frantic finish for eighth straight victory

It took a spectacular ending to keep 
Nebraska's basketball team undefeated. 
The Huskers’ 73-72 victory Wednesday 
night over unheralded Western Illinois 
gave 7,162 onlookers all the thrills of the 
seventh game of the National Basketball 
Association finals. But the final score 
almost was not so pleasing to the Huskers. 
“ How could I have fouled him (W I’s 
Tony Moore, who missed a layin attempt 
with six seconds left). I had to knock the 
ref down to get to him,” explained 
Nebraska’s Terry Novak of the final 
seconds. 
“ I had the ball, it’s just a question for 
the referee to judge if I had him with my 
b(xly,’’ Novak said of the crucial play. 
“ I don’t think so,’’ he added. 
With Nebraska leading, 73-72, and 
holding the ball, the Leathernecks’ Moore 
intercepted an errant pass at midcourt 
and drove towards what appeared to be 
the winning points for Wl. 
Novak, depending on your point of view, 
either blocked the shot or fouled Moore. 
The rebound came off and freshman guard 
Dwayne Banks fired a point-blank shot 
that somehow missed as the clock expired. 
Novak, meanwhile, said his first thought 
was to prevent the layin 
“ I was on the opposite side I had to get 
around the ref I was either going to block 
the shot or foul him I didn't want him to 
have the layup I’m just glad the clock ran 
out" 
As expected first-year WI coach Jack 
Margenlhaler was disappointed, yet proud 
of his team s effort. 
I was extremely pleased We deserved 
to win, but didn't I told my team there’s a 
lot of things in life you deserve, but don’t 
get,” he said “ There’s a lot of things 
more important than if you win or lose a 
basketball game 
"As far as I'm concerned we won the 


game,” he added. “ But it’ll make those 
young men better people. If you don’t 
believe me, just check back in 30 years.” 
Margenthaler said there was no question 
Novak fouled on Moore’s attempt. 
“ It was a nice block. Maybe Osborne 
(NL football coach Tom) could use him,” 
he chuckled. “ I ’m disappointed and upset. 
But this basketball team can compete with 
a hell of a lot of schools. We have the 
toughest Division II schedule in the coun­ 
try.” 
The Macomb school was paced by 
sophomore David Morgan with 22 points 
and 14 from Moore. Overall, WI hit 31 of 55 
field goals for 56 4 percent. The 72 points 
was the most allowed in eight consecutive 
Husker wins. 
“ We let Moore and Morgan get hot and, 
defensively, we weren’t ready to play and 
you can see what kind of club we were,” 
noted NU coach Joe Cipriano. 
In an understatement, Cipriano said. 
“ We were very, very fortunate to win. We 
made some careless mistakes at the end. 
We were outrebounded, outfieldgoaled. 1 
couldn’t even see the layup at the end 
“ It was a game, psychologically, we 
weren’t ready to play,” he continued. “ We 
didn’t have any pressure on the ball. 'You 
could tell that — they had 34 at halftime. 
“ If we play like this the rest of the 
season, we won’t have a winning season,” 
Cipriano said. “ We’ve got to get it back 
together against Montana State (a Friday 
night visitor at the Sports Center). 
Cipriano said the Huskers failed to com­ 
bine exceptional offensive and defensive 
play for five or six minutes 
“ There weren’t many phases of the 
game we played well,” he said 
Trailing 3 40-34 at half time, WI came out 
shooting with vengeance. The visitors hit 
almost 60 percent the second half. 
The Huskers led 66-58 with six minutes 
remaining About three and a half minutes 
later, the Illinois school took a 70-69 lead 


with 2;29 left. 
That was the second and last lead (WI 
led early at 4-2) for Western Illinois. 
Carl McPipe, who took NU scoring 
honors with 20 points and rebounding 
laurels with seven, hit two free throws for 
a 71-70 NU margin. 
Then Novak connected on two pressure 
free throws for a 73-70 advantage. W I’s 
Banks hit a five-footer for the final points, 
before the exciting finish. 
The triumph but Nebraska at 8-0 while 
WI dropped to 4-5. It snapped a three- 
game Leatherneck winning streak. 
Surprisingly, Nebraska outshot the 
easterners from the floor. 
NU connected on 28 of 47 attempts for a 
fine 59 6 percentage. 
The Huskers could tie a 62-year-old 
mark by winning against Montana State 
The 1915 Huskers won their first nine 
games before falling to Nebraska 
Wesleyan (23-19). 
A win over Monatana State would put 
NU at 9-0 entering the annual Big Eight 
Pre-Season Tournament Tuesday against 
Oklahoma State in Kansas City, Mo.

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Investigation sought 
by UNLV Senate 


Las Vegas, Nev. (U PI) — 
The University of Nevada-Las 
Vegas Senate has called for an 
investigation into possible 
cheating by UNLV athletes in 
1971 on college entrance 
examinations. 
The senate, which recently 
supported the NCAA sanctions 
and probation imposed on the 
school basketball team, took 
the action Tuesday after 
hearing a report from a five- 
member committee that in­ 
vestigated academic im ­ 
plications of the NCAA probe. 
The senate specifically 
asked that the probe into “ ap­ 
parent irregularities” be 
directed at students as well as 
any individuals responsible for 


the test score discrepancies. 
The senate committee report 
said four unnamed stuilent 
athletes who scored low in en­ 
trance examinations at UNLV 
in 1970 cam e back the 
following year with high scores 
which were ‘‘improbable 
statistically.” Some of the 
scores improved as much as 70 
per cent. 
The senate committee report 
Tuesday called for censure, 
suspension, dism issal or 
severe reprimand of any per­ 
son still at UNLV involved in 
the test score discrepencies. A 
university official said the four 
unnamed'student athletes were 
no longer enrolled at the Las 
Vegas campus.

Lee, whose father and grandfather were 
homesteaders near Brownlee, south of Valen­ 
tine was an innovator in draining swampland, 
Kiwanis officials said 
Lee also has been a leader in farm 
organizations, being past president of both the

Stoekgrowers Association. He also is known as

Upon leaving the theater, one patron, about 28 years old, 
grumbled, "1 didn’t even get a chance to see anything obscene. I 
just got here.” 
Police did not identify the films confiscated when the 
warrant was served, but other movies advertised on posters in

Washingto n (AP) - The guns vs. 
butter argum ent was resurrected 
Wednesday by a co alitio n o f unio ns, city 
o fficials and civil rights leaders who fear 
President Carter is reversing his cam­ 
paign pro mise to cut the military budget. 
Leaders o f the co alitio n to ld James 
McIntyre, acting directo r o f the Office o f 
Management and Budget, that they are 
disturbed abo ut repo rts that the Pentago n 
will claim 25 percent o f the increase in 
federal spending next year. 
The guns vs. butter debate — military 
against do mestic spending — raged in the 
19Ws. during the time o f the Vietnam war 
buildup in the United States. 
The co alitio n predicted “ severe co m­ 
petitio n fo r scarce federal funds in the 
co ming years,” and expressed do ubt that 
do m estic so cial pro gram s will be 
adequately funded if the military budget 
co ntinues its current escalatio n. 
The gro up included o fficials o f the 
United Auto Wo rkers unio n, the Natio nal 
Urban League, the U S Co nference o f 
Mayo rs, the Natio nal Educatio n Asso cia­ 
tio n. the Internatio nal Asso ciatio n o f 
Machinists and the American Federatio n 
o f S ta te , C o unty and .M unicipal 
Emplo yees. 
“ Mr. McIntyre assured us that the 
repo rted figures as to gro wth o f the 
defense budget are no t fixed in cement," 
said Mayo r Lee Alexander o f Syracuse, 
N.Y Ho wever, co alitio n members agreed 
that .McIntyre gave no indicatio n that the 
defense budget wo uld no t sho w a big in­ 
crease when the president's spending 
pro po sal is made public next mo nth 
“ We were very pleased when Mr Carter 
said during the campaign that he was 


go ing to slash the defense budget witho ut 
impairing the natio n’s safety,” said the 
Ro n Bro wn o f the Urban League. “No w 
we’re very co ncerned — we have no t seen 
evidence that the co mmitment will be 
fulfilled.” 
Published repo rts indicate Carter will 
seek an increase o f mo re than $9 billio n in 
the $117 billio n defense budget. During the 
1976 campaign he pledged to pare $5 billio n 
to $7 billio n fro m the budget. 
The co alitio n presented 0MB with an 
analysis o f defense spending prepared by 
two lo ngtime advo cates o f a slimmer, less 
expensive, military fo rce — fo rmer Pen­ 
tago n o fficials To wnsend Ho o pes and 
Herbert Sco ville. 
Ho o pes and Sco ville said “there can be 
no co mpro mise o ver the pro curement o f 
weapo ns needed to maintain a secure 
deterrent and a stable nuclear balance.” 
But they added, “ we sho uld no t pursue the 
illuso ry go al o f nuclear superio rity.” 
At a press co nference, the co alitio n 
leaders revived the guns vs. butter debate 
that was so intense when the Jo hnso n ad­ 
ministratio n attempted to fight the war o n 
po verty and the w ar in Vietnam 
simultaneo usly. 
In a statement, they said, “ A majo r te'st 
o f President Carter’s co mmitment to 
so cial co ncerns will therefo re be his 
decisio ns o n military spending” 
.Members o f the co alitio n, mo st o f them 
early Carter suppo rters, said the defense 
budget can be safety reduced, with 
savings go ing into do mestic pro grams. 
The UAW, fo r example, co nsiders natio nal 
health insurance a to p prio rity. The 
mayo rs and the public emplo yees unio n 
seek impro vements in urban and welfare 


pro grams. These so cial effo rts wo uld co st 
billio ns at a time when President Carter 
seeks to reduce the federal budget deficit, 
“ There has to be do llars fro m 
so mewhere,” said Gene Casraiss o f the 
UAW, He co ntended there is ro o m fo r 
savings in the huge defense budget. 
Bro wn, vice president o f the Urban 
League, added, “Yo u no lo nger can have 
bo th guns and butter. We are firmly o n the 
reco rd in this m atter — we cho o se 
butter.” 
Ho o pes and Sco ville presented 0MB 
with a wide range o f po tential savings in 
the Pentago n budget based o n their 
analysis o f current U.S. capabilities, the 
internatio nal situatio n and a reading o f 
So viet capabilities and intentio ns. 
“The new administratio n has inherited 
and IS carrying fo rward a planned expan­ 
sio n o f U.S. military fo rces,” they said. 
“ In o ur view, such an expansio n is no t 
warranted at this time by the general 
climate o f internatio nal co nditio ns 
“On the co ntrary, we believe a number 
o f military deplo yments can be safely 
reduced they wo uld pro duce desireable 
savings in the military budget and thus 
permit the transfer o f funds to so cially 
useful pro grams.” 
Ho o pes served in vario us Pentago n jo bs, 
including under secretary o f the Air 
Fo rce, during the Jo hnso n administratio n 
and was assistant to the secretary o f 
defense during the Truman administra­ 
tio n. 
Sco ville was assistant directo r o f the 
Arms Co ntro l and Disarmament Agency 
fro m 1963 to 1969 and previo usly was an o f­ 
ficial at the CIA and the Defense Depart­ 
ment.

Papers reveal 
Secret Service 
Cuban focus 
Washingto n (UPI) — The Secret Service investigatio n into 
the assassinatio n o f Jo hn F. Kennedy was heavily preo ccu­ 
pied with po ssible Cuban and even Chinese co mmunist invo lve­ 
ment, acco rding to do cuments released Wednesday, 
Hundreds o f pages o f Secret Service files given UPI under a 
Freedo m o f Info rmatio n request sho w that aside fro m a ro utine 
backgro und investigatio n o f Lee Harvey Oswald, its pro be dealt 
almo st entirely with the Cuban angle. 
The Secret Service said the files represented all but 75 to 
100 do cuments it had o n the assassinatio n. Tho se were 
exempted under secrecy pro visio ns o f the law. It did no t include 
Secret Service files already surrendered to the archives. 
The Secret Service investigatio n apparently co ncentrated 
o n the Cuban angle because o f threats against Kennedy fro m 
Cubans in Miami, where the president visited the week befo re 
his murder in Dallas. 
But no where in the material is there any indicatio n the 
Secret Service was able to link Oswald with a Cuban co n­ 
spiracy. The investigatio n seemed to reach the same dead end 
as the FBI, the Warren Co mmissio n and o ther pro bes into the 
murder o f the yo ung president, 
In its investigatio n, the Secret Service checked o ut Cuban 
leads in New Orleans, Dallas, Miami. Chicago and Mexico , 
Amo ng the o ther items in the do cuments, the head o f the 
Secret Service’s White Ho use detail, Gerald A. Behn, said in a 
memo after the assassinatio n that in at least two mo to rcades, 
Kennedy had disco uraged agents who tried to blo ck peo ple fro m 
appro aching his limo usine 
Belonged to people 


“ The late President Kennedy believed he belo nged to the 
peo ple,” Behn wro te. 
Perhaps the mo st intriguing do cument was fro m the special 
agent in charge o f the Miami o ffice, detailing an “alleged 
Chico m-Castro Plo t.” Chico m is sho rthand fo r Chinese co m­ 
munists. 
“This o ffice received info rmatio n fro m a Western diplo mat 
o n 6 December 1963 which alleges that the assassinatio n o f 
President Kennedy was the result o f a plo t prepared and 
executed jo intly by the Chico ms and F'idel Castro thro ugh in­ 
termediaries,” the repo rt begins. 
The diplo mat is no t named in the repo rt. The agent says the 
diplo mat received his info rmatio n thro ugh a so urce described 
as “ very go o d." 
The repo rt listed these “ basic ingredients” o f the 
allegatio n: 
—“ Repo rtedly Fidel Castro is ex tremely wo rried abo ut the 
current pro bings taking place into the assassinatio n o f Presi­ 
dent Kennedy and the po ssible findings that may ensue 
—“ The plo t o f assassinate President Kennedy was 
arranged by Chico ms and Cuban sympathizers . . . who have 
been pro visio nally jailed in Cuba to prevent any indiscretio ns. 
The diplo mat's so urce himself is fearful that his arrest is immi­ 
nent 
—“ . . . There appears to be no So viet participatio n in the 
plo t because at this time the So viets are to o clo se to the 
Americans.” 
The repo rt names a Cuban and a Mexican-American living 
in Dallas as “intermediaries” in the plo t. 
‘Steps initiated’ 


“Tho ugh this o ffice canno t at this juncture vo uch fo r the 
reliability o r veracity o f the info rmatio n, steps have been in­ 
itiated to develo p the info rmatio n further and identify the 
o riginal so urce." the repo rt ends. There is no reference to the 
matter elsewhere in the do cuments 
There also was a lengthy repo rt o n preparatio ns leading up 
to Kennedy's visit to Flo rida No v. 18, 1963 — the week befo re 
Dallas. 
The repo rt reviewed special security precautio ns taken by 
the Secret Service because o f threats believed to have co me 
fro m the Cuban co mmunity in Miami, 
A po stcard received by .Miami po lice and po stmarked No v 
16, said “The Cuban co mmando s have the bo mbs ready fo r 
killing JFK." 
In recently released FBI do cuments o n the assassinatio n, J 
Edgar Ho o ver po nders po ssible Cuban invo lvement and men­ 
tio ns several “letters” fro m the Flo rida Cuban co mmunity 
threatening Kennedy — tho ugh no ne were fo und in that file 
The Secret Service particularly was interested in a speech 
made by Fidel Castro Sept, 9. 1963 - two mo nths befo re the 
assassinatio n. Castro warned. “United States leaders wo uld be 
in danger if thev helped in anv attempt to do away with leaders 
o f Cuba ”

But when the Secret Service tried to link the Castro speech 
to the assassinatio n, they fo und but o ne co nnectio n A repo rt o f 
the speech was carried in New Orleans newspapers at the time

In fact. Oswald’s wo rk o n the Fair Play fo r Cuba Co m­ 
mittee was the o nly link to Cuba substantiated in the Secret Ser­ 
vice’s entire investigatio n o f the Cuba angle.

Ano ther Secret Service memo o n No v 29, a week after the 
assassinatio n, said if there was a Cuban co nspiracy, info rma­ 
tio n had been received "that the party respo nsible fo r carrying 
o ut any actio n o n the part o f Fidel Castro undo ubtedly was 
Quinten Pino Machado , a Cuban terro rist used by Castro to 
carrv o ut any Castro actio n.” 
this info rmatio n was gained fro m a so urce identified a s “3- 
11-48” who said Machado was a fo rmer Cuban delegate to the 
United Natio ns, then Cuban ambassado r to Nicaragua — and an 
ex pert o n bo mbs and explo sives. 
The info rmant said Machado o nce bragged he had 
attempted to assassinate Dr Enrique Heurtas, identified later 
by the Secret Service as an invited guest at a dinner fo r 
Kennedy in Miami the week befo re the president was killed. 
The San Anto n io n Secret Service o ffice checked in with a 
repo rt that a Mexico City telepho ne o perato r had listened in o n 
a call placed to Miami the night after the assassinatio n. 
The Mexican caller stated; "The Castro plan is being 
carried o ut Bo bby is next So o n the bo mbs will begin to ram and 
thev wo n’t kno w fro m where ” 
'While the names and telepho ne numbers o f bo th parties 
were listed, there was no indicatio n in the file what was fo und in 
the subsequent investigatio n 
And three days after the murder, the Sec’ret Service in 
Chicago co nducted an extensive investigatio n into a man who 
to ld them he had been in to uch with a gro up o f “Chicago Cubans 
who may be invo lved m the assassinatio n . 
. and is 
endeavo ring to purchase a variety o f auto matic weapo ns and 
explo sives.” 
No thing came o f that lead.
